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THE WOOD BUFFALO. 

Probably the most interesting 
mal on the Amserican continent is or 
was the buffalo or bison, both because 
of the vastness of its numbers, the 
wideness of its range, its utility to 
savage and civilized man, and its rapid 
disappearance. The ‘buffalo ranged 
over the whole of the great plains east 
of the Ro:ky Mcuntains from the Gulf 
of Mexico to Great Slave lake. Up to 
1880 they were counted) in millions and 
in 1885 they had become practically ex- 
tinct. Indeed in all the vast region 
from the Saskatchewan river to the 
Gulf there is net to-day a living buf- 
falo except in captivity, It has been 
generally taken ior granted that the 
range oi the buffalo was bounded on 
the north by the wooded region lying 
north of the Saskatchewan river, and 
that when they were cleared from the 
great plains no more remained. This is 
and 1t 18 a pecumar fact 


ani- 


a mistaks 
that the only place where wild buffalo 
still remain is in a region which was 
supposed to be far beyond their utmost 
range and in a latitude in which’ it was 
not supposed that they could exist. 
Bufialo formerly existed on Peace riv- 
er in large numbers, as their paths ta 
water show and as history relates, but 
not within the past fifty years. It 
seems strange that buffalo should have 
survived far rorth of Peace river, pos- 
sibly a hundred years after thy last 
one had died in that favgred region. 
But sirange or not the fact is that 
there still remain bands or buffalo, 
aggregating from 200 to 300 head, in 
the country about Salt river and west 
of the Great Slave river in latitude 60, 


The Canadian government being 
aware of the éxistence of these bands 
some years ago passed a law to pre- 
vent their being killed for a term o° 
years, At the expiry of the term the 
prohibition was renewed and is _ still 
in force. Joseph LBeaylicu, a leading 
man amongst the native people of the 
north, and a life long resident of ihe 
country adjacent to the buffalo range, 
is now in Edmonton, having come scuth 
chiefly to lay the facts of the case re- 
garding the buffalo and the Indians 
respectively before the authorities. Mr. 
Beaulieu informed the Bulletin thai 
the present range of the buffalo is the 
regien lying about the upper waiters 
of the Salt river, and west of Fort 
Smith on Great Slave river. He des- 
cribes the country as chiefly wooded, 
but with some prairie. The woods vary 
greatly im size and character, In 
some places the woods are thick, bui 
the greater part is small andj light. 
there are intervals of prairie up to five 
miles or more in extent and near the 
Salt river still larger stretches of 
flat open grass land. The burfalo 
range in small bands of twenty or 
thirty, and graze on the prairie, 
amongst the small woods, in ihe thick 
woods, or on the salt plains, as whim 
or the seasgn directs. In the summer 
they sometimes go into the thick woods 
tof escape the bull dog flies, and in 
very stormy weather in winier they 
seek the same shelter, Possibly it is 
the variety of canditions of food and 
shelter which they find, in the Salt riv- 
er country that has preserved them so 
long. Of course they frequent the salt 
springs very greatly, especially in the 
parly spring. Although the winter is 


* severely cold they do not suffer from 


it, and are generally as fat or fatter 
in winter than in summer, as they are 
not bothered by the flies then. The 
bnew, seldom falls more than eighteen 
iches deep, it is never more than very 
slightly crusted, and the buffalo have 
no difficulty in nosing threugh the 
loose snew to the abundant grass. The 
Idnians of that country have no horses, 
therefore they only hunt the buffalo 
on foot, much as they do moose. Mr. 
Beaulieu bas hunted them frequently 
in bis younger days when the bands 
were more numerous than at present. 
Owing to the habits of tha buffalo, 
the nature of the country, and the lack 
of improved weapons in the hands of 
the Indians there was never such 
wholesale slaughter as that which ex- 
terminated the buffalo of the Great 


Plains. Of recent years, before the 
faw prohibiting their killing was 
passed. the Indians Killed probably 


tweaty or thirty in a season. Now they 
da not kill any, but notwithstanding 
the herds are diminishing from the 
ravages of wolves. The big timber 
wolves follow the buffalo ail winter 
long on the ivok out for stray animals. 
Of course they do not attack the band, 
but an animal which is singled fram 
the band cannot defend itself. Mr. 
Beaulieu has seen twenty wolves in a 
pack. He has seen remains of several 
carcases of full grown buffalo which 
have been killed by wolves and _ the 
indians frequentiy report other in- 
stances. But the greatest loss of bu/-} 
falo oceurs during the summer. The! 


~ 
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calves are dropped in spring, and are 
quite numerous in the herds in early 
summer, but by fall scarcely a yaune 
animal is seen. This meams that the 
wolves are killing off the young ones, 
and that there is no increase. In such 
cases there is no dowbt that in a very 
few years even if the Indians do net 


| kill one, the herds will become extinct. 


The Indians coiplain of this. They 
think that as the herds are being de~ 
strayed by the wolves they might as 
well be allowed the benefit. It cer- 
tainly seems hard that the buffalo 
should be protected from the Indians 
for the benefit of the wolves, and it 
would appear that if the buffalo are 
to be effectively protected, some means 
will have to be taken to get rid of the 
wolves. A good bounty on wolves in 
that locality is as necessary to the pre- 
servation of the buifalo as the prohi- 
bition of killg by the Indians. 


NORTHWEST CROP REPORT 
The first Northwest government crop 
pulletin is to hand bearing date July 
20th. The bulletin divides the Terri- 
tories into districts which are number- 
ed. District No. 12, includes Edmonton, 


Strathcona, and Wetaskiwin local elec- 
toral districts and includes the coun- 
try adjacent to the line of the Calgary 
& Edmonton railway from Wetaskiwin 
north, and the settlements alang the 
Suskatchewan valley, also a large tract 
of unsettled territory. The crop for 
this season is estimated at; Wheat, 
26,891 acres, oats 85,389 acres and bar- 
ley 10,800 acres. This is an increase of 
2,000 acres each in wheat and barley 


over last year’s estimate, and 
20,000 acres increase’ -in ats. 
The otal crop area is esti- 
mated as being distributed as fol- 


lows; Breaking 30 per cent., backset- 
ting 6 per cent, siubble 5 per cent, fal- 
low 20 per cent, fall plowing 2 per cent, 
spring plowing 37 per cent. The com- 
parison with the crop condition at the 
same period last year places it at a 
small percentage of - disadvantage, 
From April of this season showed) 2 dgé 
grees less warmth and 3 1-2 inches more 
rain fall than the same period last 
year. The mean temperature for June 
was lower than that of May by 2.18 de- 
grees and the rain fall for June was 
6.58 inches less than for May. The re- 
port remarks; “Dhe oat crop is the 
leading One in this district and there 
is a general steady increase in the area 
devoted to it owing largely to good 
prices realized last year. There is (a 
small increase in barley which is due to 
this cereal being more extensively 
grown for pig feed. The crops are re- 
ported as doing well since warm wea- 
ther started but are eight to ten days 
late owing to unfavorable conditions 
during seeding and subsequentiy,”, 

The general tenor of the report 
would seem te indicate that through- 
out the Territories the cold wet: wea- 
ther of June had had a retarding and 
injurious influence on the crop pros- 
pects. But there was no condition 
which would prevent a first class re- 
turn in case of continued favorable 
weather suck as has been recently,

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The Fruit Marks Act. 
The following circular dealing with 
the fruit marks act has been issued 


by the department of agriculture; 

After the parliameni of Canada pass- 
ed the fruits marks aci in 1901, the 
minister of agriculiure directed that 
every opportunity should be afforded 
the fruit growers and packers of the 
Deminion to meet its requiremenis and 
to, fulfill their obligations to the pub- 
lic; and for a year the work of the fe- 
partment in this respect was informa- 
tional ard educational. This year some 
amendments were made to the act 2s 
originally passed, and to-day the act 
in all its provisions is “as plain as a 
pike staff,” and every clause of it so 
simple that “he who runs may read,” 
No farmer, or fruit grower, or packer 
who is konest in his endeavors and 
straightforward in his trading need 
fear any of its clauses. The act is be- 
ing enforced, and the inspectors ap- 
pointed to execute its requirements 
have been instructed to do their duty. 
They are servants of the crown; Par- 
liament has definitely pronounced its 
judgment upon the false and fraudu- 
lent packing and marking of fruit con- 
signinents; and these men have been 
celected io carry out the regulations 
placed on the statute book for the pur- 
pose of protecting honest traders from 
unprincipled deaiers, and of preserving 
inviolate the fair commercial fame of 
Canad: from unscrupulous packers. In 
other words, the act will ensure to the 
public of the Dominion and to commis- 
sion agents and the public generally in 
Great Britain and elsewhere, that the 
fruit is correctly marked and honestly 
packed..: 

The principle section of the act 
Section 4, Every person who, by him- 
self or through the agency of another 
person, packs fruit in a closed package, 
intended for sale, shall cause the pack- 
age to be marked, in « plain and indeli- 
ble manner, before it is taken from the 
premises where it is packed;—

(b) With the name of the variety or 
varieties; and 

(c) With a designation of the grade 

of fruit, which shall include one of the 
following six marks, for fruit of the 
first quality, No. 1, or XX-X;, for fruit 
af the second quality, No. 2,. or XX;

3, or XX; bat the said mark may befac- 
companied by any other designation of 
grade, provided that designation 1s 
not inconsistent with, or marked more

No person shall selj, or 
offer, expose or have in his possession 
for sale, any fruit packed in a closed 
package and intended for sale, unless 
such package is marked as required by 
the vext preceding section. 

Section 6. No person shal! sell, or of- 

fer, expose or have in his possession 
for sale any fruit packed in a closed 
package, upon which package is mark- 
ed any designation which | represents 
such fruit as of No. 1 or XXX, finest, 
best or extra good quality, unless such 
fruit consisis of well-grown specimens 
of one variety, sonnd, of neagly, unir 
form size, of good color for the. variety, 
of normal shape, aud hot Jess than 
ninety per cent., free from scab, worm 
holes, bryises and other defects, and 
properly packed. 
, Section 7. No pers6n shall sell, or of- 
fer, expose or have in his possession 
for sale, any truit packed in any pack- 
age in which the faced or shpwn sur- 
face gives a false representation of the 
contents of such package; atid it shall 
be considered a false representation 
when more than fifteen per cent of 
such fruit is substantially smaller in 
size than, or inferior ‘ grade to, or 
different in variety frow, the faced or 
shown surface of such package. 

Explanations of its application may 
be taken thus. On packages packed/or 
marked contrary to the provisions of 
the act, inspectors may, after notifying 
the packer by letter. or telegram, place 
the words “falsely packed” or “falsely 
maiked”; and a fine of $40 may be im- 
posed for illegaliy removing the in- 
spector’s brang.. 

It will be noticed that only “closed 
packages” need be marked. A_ closed 
package is defined to be a box or bar- 
rel, the contents of which cannot be 
keen or inspected when such is closed. | 
Baskets, berry crates or berry bexes 
pven, with veneer covers, are Dot con- | 
sidered “closed packages,” and there- 
fore do not reguire marking. Cranber- 
ries and all wild fruit are not subject | 
to the provisioas of the act. 

Meichants ‘are held responsible for | 
the fruit chey offer for sale (or fruit |

in their possession tor sale), but the | 
original wrongdeer, if found, will in | 
every case be prosecuted. 

The penalty for a viglation of the} 


law with reference to packing and | 
marking is not Jess than twenty-five | 
cents and nog more than one, dollar | 
per package; for removing an inspec- 
tor’s brand, forty dollars; for obsiruci- 
ing an inspector $25 to $500. The fines 
are divided equally between the in 
formant and the crowa. 

Inspectors are given large powers un- 
der the act to enter premises-for the 
purpases of making an examination and 
to obtain shipments of fruit for the 
same purpose, The packer, however, is 
amply protected by the stipulation that 
immediate notice must be given by the 
inspector to the packer when fruit, 
which at all times is at the risk off jhe 
Owner, is branded or detained, and the

inspector who exceeds his authority 's 
subject to a heavy penalty, ek 

The main points of this act g&ay be 
summed up as foliows; 

(1) The face of ali fruit packages 
must fairly represent the fruit 
throughiout; 

(2) Closed. boxes and barrels one be 
marked with the name and address of 
the packer, the variety of the fruit and 
its grade; ‘4 

(3) It is an offence within the mean- 
ing of the act to sell, to offer for 
sale, or to have in possession for sale, 
fraudently packed or marked fruit, 
even when the buyer and seller are 
ignorant of the fact, as well as when | 
one or both have knowledge of the 
fact; i ea $74 pSEi lei 4 

(4) The act does not prevent the pack- 
ing or selling of any grade of fruit 
that is properly packed, and marked; 

(5) The act does not provide for ihe 
inspection of particular lots of fruit 
at the request of the buyer or seller. 

(6) Commission merchants, who, after 
notice, handle fruit put up contrary to 
the provisions of the act, will be as 
ceeded against. ; 

(7) There is no definition of grades 
marked, “No. 2,” “XX”, “No; 3,” or > X.’ 

Already the beneficial effect of this 
act is being felt; and when it 1s iully 
known that dishonesty in packing and 
describing Canadian fruit does not ex- 


ist, an enormous impetus will be giv: | 
en to our fruit industry.
